PRESIDENT JOHNSON.

Fes OF OHIO SAYS “SWINGS 
AROUND CIRCLE” NOT UN- 
LIKE IN PURPOSE. 


(EXCLUSIVE DIsPaTCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 46.—Fresi- 
dent Wiisen'’s Speaking tour was 
compared with one made by Andrew 
Johnson by Representative Fess of 
Ohio, chairman of the Republican 
Congressional Committee today. 

“President Wilson's swing around 
the circle not the first of it* 
kind,” said Mr. Fess. “Andrew 
Johnson's contest with Congress was 
the first Instance where the Execu- 
tive undertook to compel legislative 
subordination to Executive decree. 

“after a contest which was merked 
by some bitterness as displeyed in 
public utterances on both sides and 
the exercise of the veto power quite 
fréely, President Johnson in the city 
of Washington publicly declared he 
would carry the contest to the coun- 
try. In September, 1867, fust 52 
years ago, he started on his famous 
trip making speeches to great crowds 
on the way. 
“Since President Wilson left Wash- 
ington I have reread the reported 
utterances of President Johnecn Me 
referred to Congréss as actuated by 
personal pique, sectional bitterness 
and ienorant prejudice. Mis language 
was caustic and his statement dog- 
matic. Ne epoke with fhe air of 4 
surance of his ground that at times 
approached egotiem if not arrogance. 
He assured the country that his posi- 
tion must win because he was right. 
At Chicago he minimised the opposi- 
tion and referred to opponents, some 
as ignorant of the real tissue and 
others disloyal to the best interestr 
of their country. 
“Everywhere he traveled he was 
greeted by great crowds which at 
places were wildly demonstrative. 
His utterances increased in acrirnony 
with the progress of the tour. The 
friends of the President, conviaced 
of the popular justification of his 
position, anxiously pressed him for- 
ward as the stan bearer ot their 
views. 
“Thus far the two famous ‘swings 
around the circle’ are not unlike ex- 
cept Johnson's contest was with the 
House of Representatives on the 
question of that body’e authority 
over the qualifications over elections 
of ite own members which the House 
claimed belonged to it. 
| “On the other hand President 


Wilson's contest is with the Genat« 
over the part to be played bv that 
body in the making of treaties.

Woods to take all possible steps to 
deter ex-soldiers from selling and to 
induce the public to refrain from 
buying articles sold by discharged 
service men on the strength of their 
uniform.” This was officially an- 
nounced in Washington yesterday, by 
Col. Arthur Woods, assistant to the 
Secretary of War, who is in charge

service men. 
In his letter to Col. Woods, Secre- 
tary Baker wrote as follows: 
“Ex-soldiers are, in many in- 


and sometimes, indeed, very shabby 
paper and mementoes of a peendo- 
patriotic character, with the plain ex- 
pectation that their uniferm and 
their recent military service will ap- 
peal to the charity of passers-by. 
This the whole question of 
the unifo and of the spiendi4 

which our soldiers have 
rendered the country inte distepute. 
and seems to imply that the country 
is failing to provide suitable and 
proper places of employment for dis- 
0 men. The work which you 
are doing has co-operated in placing 
agencies throughout the country in 
such fashion that discharged sol- 
diers can find profitable and .seful 
employment, and I heartily wish that 
the people of the country could be 
induced to advise the young mon 
they find peddling upon the streets 
to abandon such a dead-end employ- : 
ment and seek a more productive job, 
as well as one which has in it for 
them the opportunity of growth and 


rogress.” 

“It is not necessary,” gays Col. 
Woods, “for any man to wear his 
uniform in order to gain a decent 
living. It is not that we want the 
soldier to get into trouble, but we 
ask that every agency try to convey 
to him that there is a better job 
waiting where he can work without 
degrading his uniform from a bedge 
of honor to a means for panhandling. 


If the public will bear in mind that“ 


there is a job for everyone at bet- 
ter pay than peddling can yield and 
refuse to patronize these few hun- 
cooties, the sordid comn-ercialization 
of the uniform will die a natura!

law on War Gratuities Now 
Extends to ex-Soldicrs 
Formerly Excluded. 


Advices from the general 
secretary of the British Co- 
lumbia Returned-Soldier Com- 
mission, Victoria, B. C., state 
that many former Dominion 
soldiers who are entitled to 
war-service gratuities have so 
far failed to apply for them. 

The former Order in Coun- 
cil cotering the subject was 
that men who did not see 
service in France and men 
discharged previous to the 
signing of the armistice were 
not entitled to the gratuities. 
This order has now been 
changed and men who come 
under these two classifications 
are entitied to the money.

About thirty men in trades for- 
merly requiring physical strength, 
which they cannot now give, are in 
commercial schools. 


AMBITION REALIZED. 


One day a bright youth, wounded 
in the Argonne so that he limps, 
hobbled into the office of the board 
and exhibited a very lame leg. It 
developed he is a cigarmaker. 

“Then your leg does not disable 


“I know,” he answered, “but I 
was forced to that pation by 
circumstances and ve always 
wished to better my condition.” It 
developed that he wants to ft him- 
self to be the secretary of a large 
corporation. So impressed were the 
local members of the board with his 
personality and apparent ability that 
his education for the big job has al- 
ready begun. 

Another interesting case is that 
of a young artist who has displayed 
ability as an illustrator. That he 
may get the specia! training the ad- 
vistrs here believe he merits he will 
be transferred to a school in New 


York. 

David Smith of San Diego, for- 
merly an automobile machinist, was 
wounded in the Argonne by a shell 
fragment that shattered his right 
foot. He is now specializing in ap- 
plied electricity. 

Corp. Harry Taylor of Prescott, 
Ariz... had an attack of the flu at 
Camp Bowie, Tex, followed by 
pneumonia. Now he is studying the 
electric battery and ignition, pre- 
paratory to further work at an 
oviation field. If his health does 
not prevent, he will later be em- 
ployed permanently by the govern- 
ment in the electrical department of 
aviation mechanics. 
William A. Vogler of San Fran- 
cisco, a pallor whose back was 
crushed when the Aquitania sheared 
the bow from the destroyer Shaw, 
is being trained as a mechanic. 
EMPLOYERS HELP. 
An important feature of the work 
ie the help ernployers—farmers and 
othere—are giving in helping dis- 
abled service men through the pro- 
bationary or apprentice period in 
new vocations. One man is being 
taught piano repair in a Los An- 
geles establishment. A sailor, who 
was dug from under a pile of aval 
that fell on him, is learning teleg- 
rafhy in a Commercial wire office 
here. A second sailor, with a crip. 
pled leg. is learning shoe repair 
work at Venice and two “federals” 
are learning the same trade in Los 
Angeles shops. 
Tuberculosis cases are the most 
difficult to handle. They are sent 
first to sanatoria and treated until 
the disease is arrested. Then they 
are tried out at light work, under 
close surveillance. Several former 
soldiers in this category are betng 
trained in thie State to be hee- 
keepers and others are on poultry 
ranches. 
The nechanie arts department of 
the Los Angeles State Normal 
School is a testing station for ‘Jis- 
abled federale“ Machine shops. 
a foundry, woodworking rooms and 
an auto repair shop arg included. 
Several “federals” have rked at 
auto mechanſes during the summer 
session and more than fiftv have 
heen enrolled for the winter term. 
to fallow various lines of mechanical 
work. 


PLAN REFORESTATION 
OF ANGELES RESERVE. 


TO TRADE GOVERNMENT 
OWNED TIMBER FOR CUT 
OVER LANDS. 


During the recent official visit of 
Supervisor Chariton, of the Angeles 
National Reserve, in San Francisco, 
the details of a reforestation scheme 
to be submitted to Congress were 
prepared with District Forester 
Coert DuBois. 

Under the proposed arrangement 
there is a provision for the trading 
ef government owned timber lands 
in the Northwest for cut-over lands 
in the Angeles Reserve, the govern- 
ment reserving the right to super- 
vise the cutting of timber. Ry the 
arrangement the available timber 
on the government land would be 
utilized without denudation result- 
ing. 

It is proposed to restore to gov- 
ernment ownership thousands of 
acres now bare and unsightly in the 
local reserve, that would immediate- 
lv be made the subject of reforesta- 
tion. 
It is asterted that the owners of 
these cut-over lands have no par- 
ticular use for them. while they are 
eager to secure stumpage rights to 
government owned timber land. It

There ig in all of Massenet mu- 
sic at least nobility of purpose.

There is so much in French music 
that should be known in this country, 
and so little that ems to Le really 
understood that the managers have 
abcut surrendered their attempts to 
popularize any works 
“Cleopatre,” “La Reima Fiamette” 
or “Gismonda.” Some of these are 
admittedly made music. The French 
have a peculiar fancy for the intel- 
lectual willingness to accomplish, 
without cardiac inspiration. But this 
0 


elevates his themes to a new plane. 
He lacks the fundamental vigor of 
world-sweeping personal force, but 
he remaing a melodist whose sense 
of beautiful proportions is seldom 
i¢ ever bi „ whose grip on the 
reins of the instrumental chariot 
enables him to literally fly around 
sharp and dangerous corners where 
others would lose their hold through 
failing in primal strength. 

Some years ago then Henry F. 
Finck wrote a book on Massenet and 
his music, which is perhaps the best 
and easiest road to the understand- 
ing of the attainments of the com- 
poser. However, Mr. Finck’s literary 
efforts seem to have borne little fruit 
for the furtherance of Massenet's 
popularity. Real recognition has al- 
ways been lacking. It will probably 
never come unt the feeling for 
the Gallic spirit broadens in this 
country. The war has widened the 
horizon in some respects, but has 
narrowed it in others. It is certainly 
that with the great majority there 
is little true understanding between 
America and France. This is a hard 
statement, but there has been bounti- 


there.“ France stands also of a 
proud nation and a proud people, 
| courteous to all, but reserved. Their 
‘ideals are their ideals; the'r music 
is their music; just as their coun- 
try is first, last and always their 
country, purely French, with hardly 
a foreign strain discernible. 

In the bigger world of music Mas- 
senet will never be the giant. Neither 
is it just and fair that he should 
remain a pygmy of one opera sta- 
ture, on a par with those Italian 
meteors Leencavallo and Mascagni. 
His “Thais” is his most popular 
work, but I do not believe it ie his 
greatest. The music of Wrether“ is 
finer. The spectacle of “Herodiade” 
is more splendid. “La Navarraise” 
is a more firey and brilliant achieve- 
ment. “Manon” has more of feel- 
ing. Certain others are also worthy. 

“Thais,” it must b admitted, has 
certain subtle sensuous character.

but it deserves no such exclusive 
place as it has attained. 

In summing up a judgment on 
Massenet, it is safe to say that he 
is a composer of human stature. 
He did not see from the glorified 
heights, but neither did he walk 
close to the soll of mere matter.

On Industrial Art. 
The importance of industrial art 
in the commercial development of 
the United States has been recog- 


nized the Bureau of Education 
at Wi ington through the recent 
publication of a thirty-two page 
Pamphiet entitled “Industrial Art a 
National Asset.” is contains a 
series of graphic charts and descrip- 
tive text by H. M. Kurtzworth, di- 
rector of the Grand Rapids Schoo! 
of Art and Industry. The pamphiet 
may be secured by applying to 
the Bureau of Education at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

How much this country is behind 
European nations in its industrial 
develapment and how important it 
is for us immediately to .undertake 
a nation-wide for indus- 
trial art education, is evident m 
the exhibition of French art applied 
to industry which was held in New 
York during the month of August. 
It was held under the auspices of 
the French government and the 
Franco-American Board of Com- 
me and Industry. 

The great need for literature on 
the subject of industrial art educa- 
tion was brought directly to the at-

their vicinity to discover the need 
for industrial art education, and to 
take the necessary steps to provide 
such training for the good of the 
citizens and the welfare of the na- 


tion. This will enable the United 
States to have the world for ite mar- 
ket and will bring increasing pros- 
Pperity as its reward. 

There are but four well-equipped 
industrial art schools in the United 
States, while France: has thirty-two, 
England thirty-seven centers affiliat- 
ed with the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum, in addition to the important 
county counci] craft schools in Lon- 
don, while Italy, Denmark, Swit- 
terland and other important Ru- 
ropean countries are equally well 
supplied, inclading Germany, which. 
before the war, had fifty-nine schools 
of this type. 

The success of courses In art and 
industry depends upon their applica- 
tion to real needs. While many of 
the art schools of the United States 
(there are about three hundrd) 
could advantageously revamp their 
ideals, courses and equipment for 
fine art work, and could possibly 
undertake the education of the in- 
dustrial designer, the obvieus and 
immediate need is for the industrial 
art ls which carry the instruc- 
tlon/through the entire constructive 
precess in a practical and efficient | 
manner.

was adopted. Therefore, I have cata- 
logued musical selections by the gen- 
eral mood which they portray. From 
these general headings a special se- 
lection has to be made to express 
the particular idea of the photoplay. 

“It would be impossible to make 
an arrangement that should convey 
each and every change, of feeling on 
such short notice. All that can be 
done is to approximate the genera! 
tenor of the scenes. For this pur- 
pose 1 generally choose certain 
emotions. In t r ition of the 
music I frequently find it neces- 
sary to make decided changes from 
the original score, Sometimes an 
idea is left unfinished on the screen; 
the music has to close without a 
cadence—sometimes we reach an 
abrupt ending to a scere; the music 
has likewise to be abrypt. I take 
advantage of subtitles that open a 
new series of scenes, to allow a 
break or rest in the music, so that 
it may begin a free expression of the 
new mood. 

To accomplish these results, it 
has been necessary to bring about 
a revolution in the usual methods of 
orchestral directing, especially since 
it is only possible to have one re- 
hearsal on the new score, M 
ings on the music become absolute- 
ly valueless, and the consideration 
of time makes it impossible to re- 
mark the scores, as would be done 


men are instructed to follow me 
absolutely as to all matter of tem- 
po and expression, without refer- 
ence to the shading of rhythm and 
tempo in the score.” 


It is really a significant and 
startling development of i picture- 


theater music how many celebrated 
works by the great composers are 
veiling used. How frequently one 
hears the Andante from Tsechaikow- 


aky’s Fifth Symphony. The Pa- 
thetique”’—five-fourths movement 
and the closing “lamentoso”—are 


also frequently used. The music of 
Bach even has been employed by 
Mr. Kay for certain effects. He fre- 
cuently uses the Rimsky-Korsakoff 
“Scheherazade” overture, 

Really there is no end to the se- 
lections from the works of the elite, 
as the art world which find their 
way into the picture-theater accom- 
paniments. 

In this respect the picture theater 
le becoming a salient force in the 
upbuilding of the taste for better 
music. Certain owners of film 
houses were content a few years ago 
with a light smattering of popular 
numbers, with a few of the better 
known classics. Nowadays the best 
is not too € for them. While, as 
a rule it is t more familiar clas- 
sics which are played, it remaing @ 
tact that some very unusual com- 
positions oftentimes may be heard. 

To improve the music for the 
films Kay has one important sug 
gestion to make, and that 6— the 
producer and the musical director 
should get together. At present the 
film receives 95 per cent. of the 
attention and the music 5 per cent.

“The musician must also learn to 
understand the pictures He must 
feel their rhythm and their tempo, 
for it le an aseured fact that the 
photoplay has both of these qual- 
ities which belong also to music.

doubtless difficulties in the way of

Apart from this merely judical 
aspect of the matter, it does not 
need much imagination to foresee 
the mischief which this trial, hang- 
ing over London for months, per- 
haps for a year, will do to the pub- 
Ite mind of this country. The great- 
est need of the nation at this time 
is that it should get back to rea- 
sonable activities and to a normal 
habit of thought, but here is «a 
scheme for keeping the wounds of 
the war open and the mind. of the 
country excited and inflamed. 

But there is another objection to 
London, 
final. The decision throws into vio- 
lent relief certain considerations on 
which no one desires at this time 
to lay emphasis. The conflict be- 
tween blood relationships and na- 
tional relationships been one of 
ithe crueliest experiences of the war. 
It is a conflict which has been pe- 
culiarly poignant in certain Guar- 
ters, which have a commanding 
claim on our sympathy and protec- 
tion. The prisoner who is about tp 
be brought to London for trial is the 
ckrandson of Queen Victoria, the son 
of a British princess ré@yal, and the 
cousin of the relening monarch. 
These are not obscure facts. They 
are the elementary facts of the 
situation, and it seems an act of ex- 
traordinary thoughtlessnesas that has 
raised the delicate and even painful 
complications, which are involved in 
the trial of Willlam Hohenzollen 
within musket-shot of Buckingham 
Palace. I think that when the public 
rave had time to refiect they will 
wonder why so gauche an idea has 
been entertained. 

For these, among other reasons. 
it is to be hoped that when the sec- 
ond reading of the peace treaty 
ill takes place there will be a de 
termined opposition to the proposa! 
It is offensive alike on Jjudicia! 
grounds, on the grounds of decency. 
and because of its effect on the na- 
tional mind and temper. It is a pro- 
posal that should never have ema 
nated from the representatives of 
this country, and if made by the 
representatives of other countries 
should have been turned down, as 
neither in the spirit of justice nor 
in the/interesta of thie nation. Since 
been put forward. Parilament 
Shogſld refuse its sanction, and in 
any case every element of decency 
good feeling in the country 
shotld repudiate before the world a 
courke of action that sacrifices the 
self-respect of the nation to a vul- 
gar imitation of the Roman triumph. 

There wus never an occasion which 
needed to be more carefully divorced 
from any suspicion of “triumph” 
or sensationalism. From whatever 
aspect we regard this matter, it is 
one of momentous importance to 
thé world. In thovghful  circies 
there have been two sharply divided 
views as to the wisdom of putting 
the ex-Kaiser upon his trial. It 
is argued on the one side that the. 
severest punishment that could be 
inflicted on the wretched man is to 
leave him alone, an outcast from 
his own country and from humanity; 
that to try him and put him to 
death would be to make a hero of 
him, and that the effect on Germany 
would be disastrous. With the 
Kaiser humiliated and forgotten, the 
temper of Germany would run free- 
ly into Wheral channels; with the 
Kaiser executed and converted into 
a “martyr,” tbe reactionary forces 
of Germany would have a symbol 
around which to revive. 

There is much force in this view. 
In one sense Cromwell did a grea 
service to the world when, in ol 


Auchinleck's phrase, he “gar’d kings 
‘ken they'd a lith f th’ neck.” 


But 
in another sense, he made the re- 
action certain. He gave the royalist 
cause a sentimental motive which 
made the military coup of Monk a 
simple affair, and which ig not ex- 
hausted even today. There are still 
people who put flowers on the 
„martyr's statue, and I have heard 
of a dear old lady who never sees a 
Vandyke portrait of Charles with- 
out shedding belated tears of pity 
for him who

It is not outside the range of pos- 
sibility that William Hohensollern, 
too, would rebulld the fortunes of 
his house, if only temporarily, upon 
the scaffold. 

On the other side, it is held that 
the punishment of the principal 
author of the war is the chief duty 
of the society he has outraged; that 
the risk of converting him into «4 
martyr is small in comparison with 
the necessity of asserting the author- 
ity of justice; that the trial can 


alone dispose of the Prussian doc- 


trine that the State is above the 
law, and that the world can only be 
thoroughly cleansed of the poison 
of despotism and divine right by a 
demonstration of the subjection of 
the despot to the ordinary criminal 
processes of society. 

In the early days of the war I 
shared this view without qualifica- 
tion. I remember quoting the re- 
markable forecast of the Kaiser's 
future written by tue Portuguese 
poet, Eca De Quetroz. so. long ago as 
1891, in which he said: 

In the course of years this youth, 
ardent, pleasing, fertile in imagina- 
tion, of sincere, perhaps heroic soul, 
may be sitting in his Berlin Schloss 
presiding over the destinies of Eu- 
rope—or he may be in the Hotel 
Metropole in Léndon sadly unpack- 


— 


ing from his exile’s handbag the bat- 
tered double crown of Prussia and 
Germany.” 

And I added that had De Quel- 
roz penetrated to the dark region 
of the Kaiser's character revealed 
by the war “he would not have 
limited his possible destiny to a 
universal throne or a lodging at the 
Hotel Metropole. He would have 
included in it the dock and the 
ecaffold.” 

But | am much less sure today 
than I was then of the wisdom of 
the dock and the scaffold so far as 
the large and enduring interests of 
the world are concerned. And ! 
am the less sure because of the 
technical difficulties in the way. I 
do not mean that I am disturbed 


which should have been | 


by the fact that there is no prece- 
dent for what is to be done. If 
there is no precedent for a necessary 
| deed it is our business to make one. 
If there ia no body of international 
law to meet the needs of the wort 
it is our business to invent it. And 
no one who desires to see the idea 
of despotism formally and deliber- 
ately arraigned, or who wishes to 
see the legal assertion of interna- 
tional sovereignty cver the claim of 
any State to be above morals and 
law, would object to the trial of the 
ex-Kaiser on political grounds. 
The difficulties end objections sare 
of another sort. Even the greatest 
and most indubitable of criminals 
are entitied to a fair trial by an 
impartial court. There may be no 
shadow of doubt that Jones stole 
Smith's goose, and there may de no 
shadow of doubt about 
judicial integrity, but these ‘facts

If the ex-Keiser is to 
be tried he ought to be tried by a 
competent court, chosen from neu- 
tral states. If that ig impossible, he 
cannot be said to be tried at all in 
any accepted legal meaning of the 
word. He can only be said to be 
condemned. 

mut perhaps. after all, these spec- 
uviations are idle and ignore the: true 
in wardnes of the whole affair. Per- 
haps, after all, the public is only 
being fohbed off with the promise of 
a sensation which there is no expee- 
tation of fulfilling. No one who 
during the war has watched the 
ingenulties of a certain type of poli- 
tictan in mantpulating the public 
will be surprised if the months pass 
by without the trial seeming to come 
any nearer. This natural suspicion 
is supported by the statement which 
I read in the Daily Mall: 
“Our correspondent in Holland 
ver the Dutch opinion that the ex- 
Kaiser will live and die in Holland, 
as it is argued that the right of - 
litical asylum does not permit of his 
surrender. All these facts, we pre- 
sume, have been taken into account. 
By its performance in this matter 
the British government will be test- 
ed and judged.” 

If this ia the true reading of the 
matter, and if the Allies have indeed 
‘gone through this elaborate flum- 
mery under the conviction that Hol- 
land will stand by its right of polit- 
ical asylum, and that therefore there 
will be no trial, one can only say 
that it is a perilous game to play 
unless the mind of Holland has been 
carefully ascertained beforehand, 
and that even so it is not pleasant 
to think that public opinion can be 
treated with so much solemn mock- 
ery. No doubt ft is a sound calcu- 
lation that in the tumult of things 
before us the nonfulfillment of this 
promise or that will soon tend to be 
forgotten. It was so in the case of 
Joseph Chamberlain's promised 
thirty millions contribution from the 
mine owners. Probably he never 
expected to get it. The promise en- 
abled him to turn an awkward cor- 
ner and he knew that the House and 
the country could soon tire of ask- 
ine for what it never got and was 
never intended to get. Whatever

In the turbulent world of today 
the mood of the public changes rap- 
idly and its sense of the proportion 
of things changes witn it.

Nippon Doing Rushing Mail Order Business With 4 


States. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Japan 
is doing a rushing mall order busi- 
ness in brides for unmarried Jap- 
United States. ‘These 
girls, whe are betrothed and mar- 
picture, arrive at ‘Pacific 
ports in ever increasing numbers. 

This epidemic of picture brides 

en to bring up again the old ) 
and irritating question of Japanese 
immigration. That question was 
supposed fo be settled by the “gentle- 
men's ement” in which Japan 
promised not to send any laborers 
the United States. Now Cali- 
fornians claim im a rising chorus of 
objection, that the picture bride 
business, on its present large and 
growing scale, is a violation of the 
agreement in two ways. In the-first 
place, they claim that many of these 
women are laborers and go to work 
in the felds as soon as they reach 
this country. In the second place, 
they point out that nearly all of 
the pieture brides have children 
soon after their arrival, and that in 
this way Japan. im spite of the 
gentlemen's agreement, is filling the 
Pacific States with Japanese who 
are native-born American citizens 
and can own land, 

It is stated by some of the ob- 
jJectors to this invasion of Jap- 
anese women that the Japanese gov- 
ernment is back of the whole move- 
ment, that it examines women sent 
to this country, and will not send 
any who are not fit te bear children.

Southern farmers and plantation 
owners want the southern negroes 
back. If there were some method 
of getting in toneh with them it is 
declared the expense of their return 


the next few weeks, because there is 
need of negroes who know how to 
| take care of the cotton crop. 
But these employers say they do 
not want northern-born and reared 
negroes. They would prefer to bring 
in foreign labor, they assert. 
“We would not hesitate to pay the 
expenses of 100 or more negroes 
from Chicago or other northern 
cities to our place if- we can get 
southern negroes, particularly ne- 
groes who have gone from Missis- 
NA Arkansas and Tennessee,” said 
A. C. Lange, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Chicago Mill 
and Lumber Company, which owns 
more than 70,000 acres of timber 
and agricultural lands in Northeast- 
ern Arkansas. “I think it is safe to 
say that eVery southern negro in the 
North would be brought back with- 
out expense to him if southern farm- 
ers and plantation owners knew 
where and how to get in touch with 
the southern-born. We don’t want 
and will not have northern negroes.” 
The question of how to get 
touch with — 
north was discussed 
meeting of. the Southern Alluvial 
Land Association several days ago 
and the subject will be a special or- 
der of business at the next meeting. 
The association is an organization of 
bankers, land owners, chambers of 
commerce, planters and lumbermen 
of the lower Mississippi Valley.
